those Hacks would be set on fire by 
the faUIng stafs. But Just before 
they would get fc> an object or the 
earth, say 4 to 30 feet they would 
soem to go o«*. 

After 20 or 30 miautes I lay down, 
thinking if the day of judgment was 
coming it would And roe in bed. Ev- 
ery few minutes I would go to my 
window and the same scene was go- 
ing on. About 4 o'clock I dressed 
and went down stairs. By this time 
it had slackened up some, only a star 
every minute or two uutil sunrise. I 
saw several shoot after daylight 

Before day I went to my lot to see 
if mules were safe. They were as 
quiet as if nothiuir had happened. 
Several of the people who were in 
the yard said they saw some of the 
stars hit the ground, and also saw 
some bounce oil the house tops. After 
daylight we looked anxiously for 
some mark or indenture on ground or 
house but none could be observed. 

That day as I drove my moles over 
the mountains of Tennessee, every 
man I met either asked me or I him 
about the falling stars. Some had 
witnessed it. I staid that night at a 
little village ; only one man in town 
saw the sight; he was a doctor and 
would say very little about it. The 
next day I traveled iuto the edge of 
North Carolina ; stopped for the night 
near the French Broad river opposite 
tne Hot Springs of North Carolina. 
Just after dusk I crossed over to a 
Hot Springs inn to sit awhile and 
hear the news. As I entered the 
lobby there was a lively dispute going 
on between ten or twelve fine speci- 
men ot North Carolina and Tennes- 
see mooushiuers. Oue man said to 
me: "Mister, who are you and 
where are you from ?" I answered : 
•'I am a Keutuckian aud have a lot ol 
mules over the river that I am driving 
to Savannah, Ga. Again I was ques- 
tioned : "Mister did vou see the stars 
(all night before last?" "Yes, sir," I 
said, "I saw that wonderful sight." 
"There now," said the man to the 
rest of the crowd, "I told yon they 
fell." 

After a pause of a few seconds, a 
tall fellow with a calf skin jacket on 
said: "I don't care who says mil- 
lions of stars fell, they tell a d lie 

and a man who will try to scare wim- 
in and children by telling it ought to 
have their d liver lights cut out." 

I soon backed out of the door and 
weut away, and have been slow ever 
since to tell what I actually witnessed 
that morning.

low to Make One Hundred and 
Sixty Bushels ot Corn 
Per Acre. 

Mr. E 8. Fursraen, an Illinois farm- 
erjast season grew 160 bushels of corn 
oti one acre of ground, so said the 
"American Gra'iu and Elevator Trade" 
and this is how he did it. 

Mr. Fursman states that he planted 
the corn on very common prairie soil, 
which by the way (the writei think-) 
no better than some of our old Ken- 
tucky soil. It was plowed about 6 
inches deep with a three horse plow, 
the first week in May. It was well 
harrowed and all lumps pulverized by 
running over It a heavy clod smooth- 
er. 

It was plauted May 12, with a com- 
mon two-horse planter aud check 
rower, three feet six inches by three 
feet six inches, three kernels to each 
hill. As soon as the corn was discern- 
a ble he plauted two kernels eight 
inches apart and sixteen inches from 
the hills plauted by plainer. The 
seeds used in the planter w.ere the 
earlv "White Mastodon," as you know 
this is a very large com. The kernels 
planted betweeu the hills by hand 
were a common white corn ot differ- 
ent variety from the Mastodon. When 
the corn was 5 inches high be went 
through it with a hoe, stirring the 
ground betweeu the plants aud thin- 
uingout the hills between to t*o 
stalks. 

The first plowing Was doue about 
may 28. which was done with a com- 
mon two-horse cultivator, which 
should run as deep as possible to loos- 
en up the grouud that the roots should 
have pleuty of mellow soil. Immedi- 
ately after the first plowiug with cul- 
tivator follow with a plauk smooth- 
er which should be made just long 
enough to pass between tne rows and 
which can be used with one horse. 
The purpose of this smoother says Mr. 
Fursman is to level and press the soil 
so as to retain the moisture. The sec- 
ond plowing was done June 10, with 
the same two-horse cultivator running 
it about half as deep as was doue be- 
fore, aud fo'lowing with plank 
smoother as before which has much to 
do with retaining the moister of the 
soil The third plowing was July 2, 
which consisted only in going over 
the ground with a plank smoother 
which with the exception of a few 
large wire spikes driven into th 
plank which will loosen the soil and 
not disturb the roots whatever. Af- 
ter the corn tasseled out he weut 
through it and cut out any inferior 
tassels. Mr. Fursman thinks the se- 
cret of bis success is largely due from 
tha fact of his having plauted two dif- 
ferent varieties in the same row, one 
being a little later than the other 
which prolonged pollenlzation, mak- 
ing perfect ears on every stalk. 

The forgoing article we trust may 
prove a light of Interest to our friends 
if nothing more, and while the writer 
is a stranger to the art of farming, we 
have every reason to believe the state- 



ment of Mr. Fursman a correct one, 
and therefore would be clad to have 
some of you who are considered up- 
to-date farmers try your hand on one 
acre at least. And I would just add 
if you wish to fertilize there I- noth- 
ing better than pure wheat bran,just 
a small quantity in each hill,

HE INSTRUCTS THE DEAF. 

Marrtlous Power of Interpretation Im- 
parted by Prof. Ilmendort 
Most of Jhe photographs used to il- 
lustrate Gov. Roosevelt's latest book, 
"The Rough Riders," were taken by 
Prof. Dwight L. Elmendorf, who ten 
years ago was called the most expert 
amateur photographer in New York. 
The professor at that time was the 
chief instructor in the New York in- 
iute for the improved instruction 
f the deaf. It taught the deaf how 
articulate and how to interpret the 
speech of hearing persons by the 
movement of their lips. 

One day a newspaper reporter wa 
sent to the institute to get an illus- 
trated article upon this new methoi 
of instruction.

MODERN FLYING MACHINES 

Exploit of Dr. Lilienthal and Mr. Pit- 
cher in Aerial Navigation. 

People in general are much less fa- 
miliar with the work of Dr. Lilienthal 
and Mr. Pilcher than with the flying 
machine of Mr. Maxim and the "aero- 
drome" of Prof. Langley. Yet the 
courage with which the two former 
undertook to attack the problem of 
flying in the DTbei direct way surely 
deserves recognition. There is at 
present a great and hitherto insuper- 
able difficulty in the way of the maker 
of living machines, as distinct from 
navigable balloons, which is that of 
the balance. Minute observation lias 
shown that every region of the at- 
mosphere is constantly subject to in- 
finitely varying currents and counter- 
currents of air. No matter how stead- 
ily the wind may seem to be blowing 
in a certain direction, or even how still 
the air may seem, there is always a 
complex series of minor aerial dis- 
turbances to be considered. To steer 
a flying machine among them on an 
even keel is much like attempting to 
ride a bicycle over a surface moving 
like the channel in a gale. 

A bird, indeed, soars with perfect 
ease and equilibrium, and is only 
overturned or driven out of its course 
at a very gusty corner, even then re- 
covering itself with certainty. But 
the bird possesses an extremely sensi- 
tive nervous system, which has been 
attuned through countless genera- 
tions of habit to the task of preserv- 
ing its balance through the most rap- 
idly varying conditions of the air. Is 
meets every minute variation in the 
strength or direction of the aerial cur- 
rent on which it is soaring by an in- 
stinctive and involuntary adjustment 
of the wings, exactly as the practiced 
bicyclist conquers a swerve of his ma- 
chine, or as each of us balances in 
walkingalongaroad. Todeviseama- 
chine that shall do this seems as yet 
far beyond the powers of our inven- 
tors. The "balance chamber" of the 
Whitehead torpedo, which keeps that 
projectile at a constant depth below 
the surface 'of the water, is properly 
considered as one of the most ingeni- 
ous contrivances known to our me- 
chanical science. But the "balance 
chamber" has only to control move- 
ment in two dimensions, whereas the 
flying machine is subject to constant 
aberrations in three. The problem 
thus set is incredibly more difficult 
than that solved by Mr. Whitehead. 
And it is complicated by the consid- 
eration, so picturesquely presented in a 
recent story of Mr. Wells, that a mo- 
mentary failure in adjustment means 
practically certain deat h to the aero- 
nauts. The step from the model to 
the real thing will involve more than 
those bands of triple brass which are 
allotted to the heart of the first sailor. 

It was this consideration which set 
Dr. Lilienthal and, following him, Mr. 
Pilcher and a few others to study the 
conditions of balancing in the air by 
■h personal agility 
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Lilienthal was able to fly hundreds of 
yards at a time, and was about to 
tackle the second problem of turning 
into the wind when a sudden squall 
hurled him dead to the earth. Mr 
Pilcher tells us that after only thre 
months' practice he tai pretty sure el 
his balance in the air, and "was able 
to land without damage and without 
falling, even when soaring over the 
ground very fast." It is noteworthy 
that uis regrettable accident was 
parently due to a defect in the ma- 
terial rather than in the principle of 
his apparatus.— London Spectator.
